wooded park, with its well-kept lawn. 

At the Kleine Stern the route turned into 
Charlottenburger chaussee, an exceedingly 
fine asphalted road leading in almost a 
straight line from Berlin to Charlotten- 
burg, which the Kaiser intends one day 
shall be continued to Woberitz, where the 
Berlin garrison has its maneuvering 
ground. 

Here the procession was joined by # 
mail-cart drivers, modern representatives 
of the postillions who fulfilled such tm- 
portant duty in the days when mail coaches 
were the only means of travel. They pa- 
raded all that remains of their former 
glory—round, shiny, black bowler hats, 
with a flerce bunch of cockstail feathers, 
and old-fashioned brass post horns slung 
over their shoulders; otherwise they wore 
ordinary postmen’'s uniforms. 
They took the head of the procession 
and announced its approach with fanfares 
on their” horns. Members of the Berlin 
Butchers’ Guild joined here by virtue of 
a privilege granted in the Middle Ages for 
services rendered to the reigning house in 
rescuing a princess who was captured by

The first part of the route was lined 
only by school children, 6000 of whom were 
drawn up under tho care of teachers. The 
remainder of the route was lined by many 
thousands of persons belonging to various 
associations and the general public. 

As she reached the Brandenburger thor, 
which marks the boundary of the city prop- 
er, the Duchess was greeted by a salute 
of 2 cannon and on passing through 
was received by representa@tives of the city. 

Bhe was approached first by 100 maids of 
honor, all dressed alike in white, with chap- 
lets cf red roses in their hair, who handed 
her a bouquet. The Chief Burgomaster of the 
city, Dr. Kirschner, then. delivered an of- 
ficial address of welcome, which at the 
Kalieer’s special request was very brief. 
This was the last halt, and the procession 
passed on to the palace. 

Inhabitants of houses in Unter den Lin- 
den reaped a»grand harvest, $15 or $20 being 
paid willingly for a place at a window. 
while large sums were also paid for the 
privilege of standing on the roofs. The 
prevailing decorations are red roses, and 
the Municipal Decoration Committee alone 
ordered 80,000 artificial ones. Each side of 
the entire route is festooned and hung with 
fiags and streamers in the German, Prus- 
sian and Mecklenburg colors. 

On arrival at the royal palace at 5:45 the 
Dichess was received by the Kaiser. the 
Crown Prince, the Princes of her immediate 
family, her relatives, the wedding guests, 
the chiefs of the army and n@vy, the Im- 
perial Chancellor, all the knights of the 
Order of the Black Eagle, the ministers 
of state and the Presidents of the Reich- 
stag and Prussian Diet.

A white silk dress, ornamented with white 
lace, which is Intended as the last girlish 
dress of the Duchess and will be worn just 
immediately before the wedding day. 

All the dresses were fitted on the young 
Princess at Cannes, and it is sald that so 
much was the care taken by the makers 


l that they did not need any readjustment 


and thus saved the Princ: 4s much unnec- 
eseary fatigue. 

Bes'des, the young Princess has been fur~ 
nished with a complete trousseau in 
Schwerin and numerous gifts in the shape 
of dresses and furs. 

After the presents from the families of 
the bride and bridegroom, particulars of 
which have not been made public, one of 
the most important is that subseribed by 
300 Prussian towns. This consists of a fine 
silver table service, and includes a cen- 
terpiece. dessert stands, candelabra and 
other table decorations, all of solid silver, 
designed by eminent artists. Only plaster 
casts are on view, for it is calculated that 
the articles will take years to complete 
They cost over $100,000. 


The present of the free city of Hamburg 
takes the form of a miniature barge, such 
as carry fruit-and vegetables In the Elbe, 
It is made of massive silver, 4 feet 7 inches 
long by 2 feet 3 inches wide. On the deck 
on either side of the mast are arranged #2 
frult haskets, exact copies of the willow 
baskets used by the country people to car- 
ry thelr supplies... They are so made that 
they can be taken out and handed around. 
On the bow stands a model of a Vierland 
peasant, bareheaded, wearing the pictur- 
esque costume of his people, in the attitude 
of urging his barge forward with a long 
“staken.”’ Behind the baskets sits a Vier- 
land peasant woman weaving a wreath of 
flowers, and steering is @ young peasant 
girl, 

Another beautiful present was given by 
the Province of Saxpny, a massive candela- 
bra three feet high, containing over 100 
welght of silver, in the form Of a female 
figure, with drapery, richly inlaid with 
gold.

The feature of the week was the sale of 
the Laclede Building at the southwest cor- 
ner of Fourth and Olive streets to tie Mer- 
chants’ Laclede National Bank for $375,000, 
and the ground on which it stands to the 
East End Realty Co., for $402,710. 

The sale of the American Exchange Bank 
Building at 207 North Broadway to the Al- 
theimer & Rawlings Investment Co. for 
$150,000, that of the Koken Building at 717 
Locust street to the Mercantile Trust Co. 
for $120,000, and %& feet frontage at 1007 Lo- 
cust street to the Ashland Realty Co. for 
$123,000, were also transactions of promin- 
ence in the business district. 

The East End Realty Co., it is believed 
in realty circles, is only a medium through 
which the fee in the Laclede Building prop- 
erty is to pass to the Merchants’ Laclede 
National Bank, and that within a few days 
it will hold the title to the entire prop- 
erty. The East End Realty Co. is composed 
of John L. McDowald, Howard Gambril! 
and W. J. Haley, and was formed, ‘it is 
said, simply to take tit to the property. 
Willlam H. Lee, presid of the Mer- 
chants’ Laclede National Bank, when seen 
yesterday, would neither affirm nor deny 
the report. 


Plans for Laclede Building. 

The first floor of the building, with the 
exception of a small space in the rear, 
which will be used as the business office 
of the Postal Cable Telegraph Co., will be 
Occupied by the bank and altered to meet 
ite requirements. The Fourth street en- 
trance will be shifted to the extreme south 
end of the building. The operating rooms 
of the Postal Company, which now occupy 
the south wing of the ground floor, will 
be reinstalled in southeastern wing of the 
seventh floor. The new operating rooms 
will be the most modern and complete that 
money can provide. They will embody 
several innovations, including library and 
lounging room. 

It. is understood the owners intend to 
raise the building to 12 stories. It is now 
an eight-story office structure afid covers 
a lot of 116 feet 6 inches on Fourth strevt 
by 127 feet 6 inches on Olive street. It is 
bullt on a perpetual leasehold, renewable 
every 9 years, at an annual rental of 4 per 
cent on a valuation of $400,090. 

It carries $250,000 of bonds and $350,000 
of stock. The fee is owned by Paul Brown, 
who acquired it several years ago from 
the Drummonds for $400,000. 

The amounts named in the conveyance 
’ filed for record are nominal. The transac- 
tion will net substantial profits for the La- 
clede Building Co. and Mr. Brown. The 
total consideration is not less than $1,260,000. 


American Bank Building Sale. 
PPhe American Exchange Banx property

LEE SHUBERT 
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IS EMIGRATING 
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Strictures Upon Their Plays Are 
Driving Europe’s Jewish Ac- 
tors to America. 


Unable longer to tolerate the strictures 
put upon it by the hostile Governments of 
Europe, the Yiddish drama, root, stock and 
branch, is emigrating to America. 

So says Emanuel Lowenwirth, a Jewish 
player and playwright, who is at the head 
of a Yiddish troupe which -is producing 
melodramas at the Crawford Theater for 
the 20,000 Jews of the St. Louls Ghetto. 

“There oare nine Yiddish theatrical 
troupes traveling in the United- States 
now, and there will be twice as many 
within another year, says Lowenwirth. 
“The whole Jewish drama is coming over 
here just as fast as it can emigrate. The 
strictures put upon it In Europe amounts 
to an attempt to stamp it out.

“A Jewish drama has naturaily strug- 
gied for existence in all of Central Europe, 
where there are such masses of people 
eee the Jewish tongue; but the hos- 
tility of the Governments has been s0 8e- 
vere that the Jewish players have finally 
found it necessary to leave for England 
and America, where they may play without 
police interference. 

“The United States is attracting the most 
of them. Here we may enjoy freedom of 
apeech, a wonderful privilege, I can assure 
you, for in Central Europe the Yiddish 
drama is forbidden to touch upon anything 
political, to have such stage characters as 
policemen, soldiers, etc., to even mention 
the names of rulers, to satirize, burlesque 
or even touch with humor the policies and 
people of governments, or, in fact, to enjoy 
any of those privileges which are so com- 
mon over here that nothing-is thought of 
them 

“No drama can exist without them, so 
the Jewish theater is emigrating to Amer- 


ica.”’ 
Plays for the Ghetto. 


There is movelty in the season 
dish drama at the Crawford. It is unliké 
any other that St. ouls has seen. Though 
there have been a few Jewish theatrical 
troupes here ere this, none of them have 
occasioned such a stir as Nas thie. 

This is the theatrical season over in the 
great Ghetto which has its center around 
Eighth and Wash atreets. It is the time 
when the freedom of this wonderful coun- 
try to which they have come youchsafes to 
them one of its most precious privileges— 
to go and see a play produced in their own 
Longue. 

Naturally, the only phase of life of which 
the Ghetto knows is the melodramatic, and 
it is melodrama that is produced for them 
at the Crawford. The manner of doing tt 
is unique. There are no favorite plays, 
no manuscripts, no playwrights drawing 
royalties, no classics, no plays by Shak- 
speare or his counterpart In the Jewish 
race. They do not even produce the plays 
of Israel Zangwill.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Just how Henry 
Baldwin Hyde came to be founder of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society is told 
below by William R. Moore, who was his 
chum at the time: 

The Equitable Life Co. was founded put 
of spite. Mr. Hyde was % years old at 
the time and was a clerk in the employ 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Co. He was 
receiving a salary at that time of $20 a 
week and was living in a boarding house. 
Mr. Moore, also a young bachelor at the 
time, was living in the same house. 

Both young men attended the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church, of which the 
Rev. Dr. Alexander, father of James W. 
Alexander, the present President of the 
Equitable Life, was the pastor. 

In March of 189 a vacancy occurred in 
the Mutual Life. It was a better position 
than, the humble clerkship held by Henry 
B. Hyde, and as he had worked indus- 
triously and given the best of his ability 
to the company, he believed that he should 
be promoted to the higher place. 

The better position was given to another 
man. Young Hyde was incensed, and he 
promptly went to Frederick ,8. Winston, 
then president of tht Mutual Life, and told 
him that he meant to start a company . 
which would rival the Mutual Life. 

This tireat, coming from a young clerk 
without a dollar of capital, is said to have 
amused Mr. Winston greatly. 

Whensyoung Hyde returned to the board- 
ing houpe that evening and confided to his 
chum, Willlam R. Moore, his determination 
to start a life insurance company to com- 
pete with the, Mutual, young Moore re- 
garded the matter as rash and unattainable 
and tried to Wissuade his companion from 
an undertaking which, he belleved, could 
only recult in humiliation and failure. 
‘Mr. Moore is now president of the Will- 
lam R. Moore Dry Goods Ce. of Memphis, 
Tear, This is a large concern, with offices 
in thie city at 236 Chureh street. In a let- 
ter to the New York World, written from 
Memphis, Mr. Moore says: . 

“Permit me to give your readers some ine 
side history concerning the origin of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society of the 
United States. . 

“At the time of the society's formation, 
Henry EI. Hyde and myself were boarders 
and ludgers with Mr. and Mrs. Hallet, at 
the corner of- Sixteenth street and Irving 
pince, New York. We were young bachelor 
chums, attendants of Rev. Dr. Alexander's 
church. located at that time on Fifth ave- 
nue, on the exact spot now occupied by 
the storehouse of Arnold, Constable & Co, 
Mr. Hyde end myself were warm personal 
friends, who In many cases had the same 
wclal friends and acquaintances, 

“I distincdveiy remember when, ore

The California Consolidated has been ac- 
quiied by a Pittsburg corporation, and a 
gooil sized force of men is employed at the 
mire and mill. Shipments are being made 
and development done on an exten- 
tivo scale. 

Tbe Granite mine has been taken over by 
the Success Mining Co. During the early 
deys of quartz mining in the Coeur 
d’Alenes this property was considered 
among the best. By reason of the preva-

profiiably worked and the mine became 
idi. H. F. Samuels took an option on the 
property, experimented with the ores, 
leatned that they could be worked by a 
nety process and then organized the Suc- 
cest Mining Co. to take over the Granite 
projertics. A crew of miners is now en- 
gajted in development work, and a mill is 
beiag erected. Unlike all other mills in the 
district, it will be constructed with the 
vie'v of saving the zinc values, as well as 
the silver and lead. 

R. Swicegood has a number of min- 
ert employed on the Custer, and the old 
mi appears to be in such an excellent 
condition that he fs preparing to incréase 
the force at an early date. A considerable 
quantity of ore has been jigged, and a 
shipment of concentrates will be made by 
the end of this month. A good body of un- 
developed ore has recently been uncovered.

Settled Down Over Bell County, 
Texas, Fields Blackening 
and Wilting the Plants. 


TEMPLE, Tex., June 3—A partial exe 
planation is forthcoming of the causes 
which produced the blight kfling thousands 
of acres of cotton in Bell County several 
days ago. , 

According to reports ef observant farm- 
ers whore fields sufferea, the blight came 
as a result of what appeared to be clouds 
of fine dust or sand which settled down on 
the flelds in patches varying in size. Wher- 
ever these clouds struck all vegetation in- 
stantly blackened and wilted, some places 
entirely killed, and in others only damaged. 

A peculiarity of these dust clouds con- 
sisted in the fact that the leaves of the 
plants were not torn nor were the stalks 
thrashed out as in a hard wind. It te 
the generally accepted belief that what 
appeared to be dust was a Swarm of 
noxious aninralculae with a predilection for 
cotton piants.

INVESTMENT DEMAND POOR

Sales Are Small, but Prices Re- 
main Around the Level Re- 
cently Established. 


Speculation has dragged through a lazy 
week on the local Stock Exchange, noth- 
ing of importance having occ urred in, finan- 
cial circles to stimulate even the Invest- 
while on the other hand, 


the uncertainties bearing on the stock mar- 
ket situation have not been of sufficient 
weight to cause the spec ulative element to 
sell out their holdings. That local securt- 
ties are in strong hands has been conclu- 
sively demonstrated In the past six weeks, 
for during the decline in the Eastern mar 
ket local prices have been well sustained 
around the high level, and as yet no in- 
dications are apparent that values have 
been carried above their intrinsic merit. 
The small sales noted also indicate that 
the advance has been largely brought about 
by investment purchasers and not by a 
speculative movement, and consequently 
unless general conditions ago exceed- 
ingly bad, the possibility of a lower range 
of prices for local sec ation In the near 
future is exceedingly remote.

From a market standpoint, the event of 
the week was of course the Japanese vic- 
tory, and although the response in the 
world’s markets was less pronounced than 
ti been expected, the speculative frater- 
nity will no doubt shortly be brought to 
a realization of the importance of this 
event.

Con- 
tracts drawn in the plantation district are 
expiring and cannot be renewed until the 
crop is harvested. In the meantime the 
millers must buy on the market and St. 
Louls is their natural point. It is not ex- 
pected, however, that this demand wil! be 
so heavy as to cause any very great de- 
crease in the local supply in the elevators 
before the first of the month. 


Corn Stocks Replenished. 


The stocks of corn have come up rap- 
idiv during the last ten days. For more 
than a week the public elevators carried 
about 1000 bushels. June 1 they had 96.015 
bushels, most of which was of high grade 
corn, and the private elevators had 24.000 
bushels. 

The end of the Chicago’ May deal in 
corn which at one time is said to have in- 
volved 10,000,000 bushels and a considerable 
amount of this was held until near the 
delivery date, cut the cash price of corn 
materially. In Chicago at times toward 
the close of the month, cash corn of con- 
tract grade was quoted at 62% cents. It 
dropped to nearly 50 cents when the de- 
livery was over. In St. Louls, cash corn 
reached 54 cents for N6. 2 white or yellow 
corn and May 30 collansed to 50% and mM 
cents. The next day there was a rally to 
h2 cents and better than that for 
corn. 

It was freely predicted by corn men that 
as soon as the rush of corn started to 
catch the Chicago Mav vrice was over. the 
receipts would-drop off wonderfully. Late- 
ly the receipts at the primary points have 
totaled somethin~ over 1.000.000 bushels of 
corn daily. Should the ne al receipts drop 
off, the stocks would fade rapidly. 

Oats have been causing very little stir in 
the speculative market, the price being on 
the actual feeding and shipping basis and 
not being attractive to the speculator. The

BEVERIOGE GAVE US AWAY. 

A writer in the Novoe Vremyn, a St. Petersburg newspa- 
per, quoted in the LiterMge Digest, denounces the United 
States as “the real enemy” of Russia. 

Persons not in the secret, who have read of the events 
at Port Arthur, Linoyang and Mukden, somehow conceived 
the notion that Japan was the real enemy of Russia, but 
the St. Petersburg pundit reveals the truth. 


We want Eastern Siberia—everything east of Irkutsk’ 


and Lake Baikal—because of the gold and other minerals 
there. We have, therefore, hounded on the Japanese to a 
war which will end in an American occupation of those 
regions. In support of this splendid view of world policy, 
the writer quotes Senator Beveridge: “No European coun- 
tries have any right to exploit the countries of the far 
East, and the American sphere practically includes not only 
the maritime Pacific provinces, but inland Siberia, Amur 
and Yakutsk as far west as Lake Baikal.’ 

Bo it was Beveridge who gave us away. That is what 
comes of telling secrets to a man who likes to talk. We 
had intended to keep the matter quiet until Japan had 
made the conquests and then demand what belongs to us. 
Of course, there never was any doubt that the Mikado 
would be good and hand over. The Japanese are a reasona- 
ble people, But now that this talker has made our purpose 
public there will be a European combination and we may 
have trouble. What should have been ours without cost 
may have to be won by war. 

The man who betrays a state secret is a terraitor-r.

TOGO’S GREAT SECRET. 

It was an American, of course, who asked Admiral Togo 
to tell the best way to reach “success in life.” Just at 
present in thie country we are as deeply interested in dis- 
covering how to create “success” as the world’s great minds 
used to be in trying to find what they called the “summum 
bonum,” or the “philosopher's stone,” or the “elixir of eter- 
nal youth.” " 

Thousands of people had been asked the same question 
before it was put to Togo and their answers would make 
an entire library. But Togo was the first man who showed 
fully that he really knew, “Get quick and simple action,” 
he said. 

Since then he has demonstrated his theory. He got the 
. quick and simple action the other day which sent the naval 
power of Russia to the bottom of the Sea of Japan, and his 
greatest triumph in doing it was in Vindicating his own 
rule of success. 

If the right man applies it, it will win every time. But 
although any one can get quick action, it requires the Togo 
quality to make the action both quick and simple. 

While the monarchs of Europe and their cabinets were 
consulting and their generals were planning, Napoleon's 
rule of success was not to count their numbers, but to stick 
the pin which stood for his point of attack at the weakest 
point of their lines. That wos simple action. Then he got 
quick action by bringing three times as many men against 
that point as the enemy had there and Winning the battle 
while they were coupleting their complicated plans.

the victorious foot of genius on the neck of ite enemies in 
business, in polities and in war. 

But when the whole thing is over, how much satisfaction 
is there in leaving a world full of conquered enemies? 
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The report is that Czar Nicholas will let the people decide 
the question of peace, It is not improbable. He let the 
ministers decide the question of war, and when the war 
was on the Japanese decided the question of victory. If 
the Czar were a real King he would decide for peace him- 
self and then call the people to reconstruct his wretched 
empire. 

CAVALRY IN NAVAL WARFARE. 

Ever since a French revolutionary general captured a 
squadron of warships with a troop of cavalry, military and 
naval experts have studied the possibilities of cavalry in 
sep fighting. 

Russia's experience is not encouraging. It appears that 
one battleship was manned by the officers and members 
of the Crarina’s Imperial Guard, a crack corps, and the 
crews cf several other ships are said to have been made 
up of first-class fighting men from the Czar’s best troops. 

The argument that the sea being wide affords a good 
field for the evolution of cavalry is not disputed. But the 
sea is deep as ‘well as wide, and Equus never took will- 
ingly to water, He has an instinctive preference for solid 
earth. He likes to hear the patter of his hoofs. He never 
wnvied the duck and doesn’t care to fraternize with his 
distant cousins, the sharks. 

The battle of the Sea of Japan probably settles this ques- 
tion. Notwithstanding Gen. Pichegru’s splendid exploit 
in 1704 the use of cavalry in naval warfare is not prac- 
ticable. True, the Horse Marines have been celebrated in 
song, but while they are showy they have not been se- 
verely tried. Admiral Rojestvensky’s experience teaches 
that Horse Guards and Hussars are magnificent in a sea 
fight, but they do not make war—not exactly.

THE INSIDE ATTACK ON AMERICAN 
EDUCATION. 

The Kentucky court which decides that the “Bible is not 
a sectarian book” is not only right, but accurately exact 
in that decision. Altogether apart from its significance in 
the religion of a majority of people in the United States, 
it belongs to the literature of the world and in its his- 
torical aspects it is the most important collection of 
ancient scriptures in existence. 

In this Kentucky case, however, there is no reasonable 
doubt that the purposes of the public school system were

To support any form of religion, however sublimely true, 
by taxes forcibly collected strikes at the roots of the 
American system. 

To teach religion and to teach politics in the public 
schools is the worst form of nullification, for it nullifies 
the two fundamental principles through which it was ex- 
pected to make them nurseries of independent, thinking 
American citizenship. 


In spite of this, politics and religion are both systemat- | 


ically taught in many public schools by teachers who think 
it their solemn duty to become nullifiers of the law. Some 
think they are teaching patriotism in teaching their own 
politics at state expense, as others think they are insuring 
their own salvation by attempting to propagate, through- 
their authority as teachers, what they think necessary to 
save the souls of their pupils. 

As far as the schools are freed from these two greatest 
meéenaces of their usefulness, we will not be mistaken in 
our hope that they will be the best support of free insti- 
tutions.

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New Fuel Makes inteade Heat—Progress in 


“RADIANT:” A NEW FUEL. 

The following is from the “American Inventor:’ 

A new fuel cal'ed radiant, to be used fn connection with 
gas and other fires, has been Invented by two young en- 
@-neers of Southend, England, and if it be proved that it 
can do all that is claimed for it, will cause as great a revo- 
lutiun in the present system of gas heating as did the in- 
troduction of the Welsbach mantle in gas lighting. The 
inventors claim for raidiant that it gives treble the heat 
with the same gas consumption as an ordinary s fire, 
that it takes up the carbonic acid from the air ar@ purifies 
the atmosphere; that it does away with the unpleasant smell ) 
given off by gus fires; that it burns brightly like a coal fire: 
that it is as cheap as fire clay, and is inexhaustible. It will 
take the place cf asbestos or fire-clay balls, and will, it is 
said, give out an intense, heat. It is made from matertals 
that are now waste products of chemical works. The new 
fuel captures ‘he blue flame, which at present ix lost, and 
converts it into intense heat. Radiant is also said to possess 
the power of retaining heat to @ very great degree. 


GROWTH OF ELECTRIC WELDING. 

The making of wirc« fences in continuous rolla is the latest 
development in automatic electric welding. A number of 
Fsivanized iron wires are fed to the machine parallel to each 
other and from another reel placed transversely to these 
wires lengths of wire are cut off and fed horizontally across 
them. Where the horizontal and vertical wires intersect 
small transformers weld them together, after which the wires 
are moved forward and the operation repeated. The appli- 
cation of electic welding by the American process, now at- 
tracting attention in England, promisés to be greatly ex- 
tended as soon as the projects for the installation of large 
electric power stations supplying current at cheap rates come 
Into operation. The introduction of this system has already 
caused a complete modification of existing methods of manu- 
facture and in some cases created entirely new manufactures. 
Among its tmmany advantages over the ordinary forge or 
gas blowpipe sre the facts that finished work can be welded 
aud repaired without damage, the operation may be watched 
as it prooéeds, a1.d the work is done with great rapidity, a 
few seconds sutficing for most work and tn small pieces the 
weld ix made a!most instantaneously. Tests showing the 
almost perfect homogeneous weld obtained give a ratio of 
veld to eolid of £1.9 per cent for electrically welded iron bars, 
compared with 89.5 per cent for the best hand work. The cost 
of the fucl is about the same for either process, but the 
rapidity of the electric operation effects a great saving in 
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GASOLINE MOTORS ON SAIL BOATS. 


Afi interesting application of the gasoline motér for marine 
purposes was recently demonstrated upon the arrival in the 
Thames of the auxiliary vessel Sirra of 300 tons from Dor- 
drecht. This vessel is a three-masted schooner, and with 
the large area cf sails provided in a fast boat on the high 
seas. The craft, hcwever, is also intended for service upon 
canals, for which purpose the masts are hinged, thereby en- 
abling them to be lowered for passage beneath bridges. 
When the sails are unavailable the boat is propelled by a 
gasoline motor. There is a small single propeller placed well 
below the water line. The motor Is placed right aft so as to 
reduce the length of the shafting a& much as possible, and is 
crntrolled from the poop by means of a hand wheel and 
lever ‘The provision of this auxiliary power was strongly 
demonstrated upon the arrival of the vessel in the Thames. 
Instead of waiting for the tide, or requisitioning a tug, the 
vessel was criven un by the gasoline motor at a steady speed 
oy six*knots, and, as the m&sts were lowered, could pass be- 
neath the bridges easily. Such a combination of wind and 
motor power presents many possibilities, since a vessel so 
equipped has great economy in power, easé in working and 
adaptability to circumstances. The Sirra was visited by 
many marine engineers interested In the problem of river 
ravigation during her stay in the Thames.

None of the sovereigns of England had forks till the reign 
of Henry VII. All, high and low, used their fingers. Hence, 
in the royal households there was a dignitary called the 
ewer, who, with a set of subordinates, attended at the meals 
with basins, water and towels. The survival of ewery was 
evident after forks had come into fashion. We learn when 
James I entertained the Spanish ambassador at a dinner 
“Their Majesties washed their hands with water from the 
same ewer, the towels being presented to the King by the 
Lord Treasurer and to the Queen by the Lord High Admiral.’ 
The Prince of Wales had a ewer to himself, which was after- 
wards used by the Ambassador..

Forks came so slowly into use that they 
were employed ‘only by the higher classes in the middle of 
the seventeenth century. About the period of the Revolution

steel fork came in for general use and was manufactured in 
Sheffield. At first they had two prongs, but afterward 
another prong was added.

Indian summer weather 
has brought such delight during the 
month to the cheerful St. Loulsans who 
play at golf and tennis and polo, has been 
equelly welcome te St. Louis oarsmen, and 
down at the little boat and rowing clubs 
on the river front these broad-shouldered 
and clean-limbed athletes are busily en- 
gaged taking their first try outs for the 
1995 season of the great aquatic sport. 

cvery evening when the great office 
buildings and factories have closed for the 
day—for these oarsmen are all working- 
men—they may be seen in their “singles” 
and “pairs” and ‘“‘fours,’’ pulling with long, 
rhythmical strokes up and down the rive, 
their backs bending forward and back- 
ward with the regularity of machinery, and 
making a pretty picture in the failing sun- 
light against the muddy waters of the Mis- 
sissipp!. And, of course, on Sundays 
every shell and barge and skiff in each of 
the boat houses along the river front are 
taken cut by the members of the clubs, 
and the oarsmen have great times trying to 
dacge one another and the great pieces of 
driftwood, which are as menacing to the 
life of these frail shells as a wandering 
derelict is to the ocean liner. 

Rowing has always been a popular fpas- 
time in St. Louis, and though the devotees 
of the sport have had many discouraging 
things to contend with, there has ever 
been a time since the sport was introduced 
here that the membership fists of these 
rowing clubs have not been comfortably 
‘illed. But there are several indications this 
year which seem to promise a season more 
than usually successful. 


National Regatta Influence. 

The National Regatta held last summer 
at Creve Coeur Lake in connection with 
the Olympic games of the World's Fair. 
had a modst beneficial and appreciable effect 
on the local rowing situation. St. Louis 
oarsmen, who had had up to this time but 
little opportunity to study the Eastern 
methods of rowing, and to row against men 
who were trained by the great Eastern 
coaches, had the rare opportunity of meet- 
ing the best oaremen from all over the 
country, from the South and West, as well 
as from the East.

Cities, but they found out that they could 
row well up with them in spite of the dis- 
mal predictions that had been made by the 
St, Louis aquatic prophets, whose chief oc- 
cupation consisted in knocking the methods 
and the performances of the local oarsm=n. 
This had a very good effect in giving con- 
fidence to the St. Louis men. which 1s one 
of the necessary essentials in the mak*2-up 
of a successful athlete. 

Moreover, those who had been grumbling 
for years about the poor facilities in the 
way of a water course that St. Louis was 
able to offer, were effectually silenced by 
the comments of the oarsgnenh from the oth- 
er cities, who said that Creve Coeur Lake 
was a magnificent place for a rowing 
course, and that the St. Louis boat clubs 
should move their boathouses from the 
river front to the lake itself. It was then 
that St. Louls oarsmen began to realize 
how great a course Creve Coeur Lake real- 
ly For, with the high banks and cliffs 
which surround the lake on three sides as 
wind shields, and with no driftwood or cur- 
rent to contend with, Creve Ccvur Lake, 
except for the fact that it Is rather short, 
is an ideal course for any rowing match. 


Races Easily Seen. 

From the standpoint of the spectators, 
too, it has advantages which cannot be du- 
plicated in many places in the world. The 
races can be seen from the top of the cliff 
on the east side of the lake, wher®é the en- 
tire course is in fall view, and from where 
the crewe can be seen far down below, like 
the race horses in the English Natlonal 
Derby are seen by the peasants from the 
top of the hills that surround the track, 
which is in the center of a natural amphi- 
theater. 

Then there is a footpath that 
along the entire eastern side of the lake, 
where those who wish to see the race at a 
closer distance may follow the crews as 
the Oxford undergraduates do in their 
famous “bumping” races. As a conse- 
quence of these things the 196 St. Louis 
rowing season has opened most encourag- 
ingly and several of the clubs have pur- 
chased new shells and barges in antici- 
pation of the increased number of those 
who will row this year. 

The Southwestern Kowing Association, 
which is composed of six St. Louis row- 
ing clubs and two in Quincy will hold its 
annual regat@fa Aug. 5 and 6 It has not 
yet been decided on what course the races 
will be run. At a meeting of the Associa- 
tion last month the place of meeting was 
discussed, but nothing definite was decided. 
Creve Coeur Lake is admitted to be the 
best course obtainable, but there are re- 
strictions attached to holding the regatta 
there which offer a serious impediment.

Information received by the Post-Dis- 
patch lax night points to the conclusion 
that the St. Louls @nd Kansas City race- 
track interes} have decided to ignore the 
law passed by the recent Missouri Leg- 
islature prohibiting bookmaking and pool- 
selling by substituting the New York sys- 
tem of bookmaking. 

Inetead of the old-fashioned method 
conducting the books and pools on 
races it is announced by the St. 
contingent that the Eastern method 
recording bets without the issuance 
tickets will be adopted. 

Legal representatives of both the Kansas 
City and St. Louis tracks have been in 
conference at the Planters’ 
the past two days relative to the proposed 
innovation, which is designed to evade the 
ircn-clad legislative enactment in regard 
to racetrack gambling. 

The formal announcement that 
track betting would be attempted here aft- 
er June 16, when the reyreal of the breeders’ 
law. under which all the Missouri race- 
tracks are ‘now operating, goes into effect 
June 17, was made yesterday by 8. W. Ad- 
ler. a stockholder in the Delmar Jockey 
Club. 

Mr. Adler said that racing would be 
transferred to the Delmar track Monday, 
June 12. Bookmaking will be continued in 
the usual manner for five days. Then the 
repeal of the breeders’ law goes into ef- 
fect and the New York system of betting 
will then be introduced. 

“Bettors .will receive no tickets 
they make a wager,” said Mr. Adler. “‘The 
free gate will be entirely abolished and ev- 
ery patron of the track will have a num- 
bered badge. We expect our patrons to bet 
among each other. I presume they will 
keep track of each other in order to settle 
their wagers by the numbers on their re- 


spective badges. 


How System Works. 7 
“Rookmaking as it has been conducted 
here now has been tabooed In the East for 
a number of years. They have no stands 
or bie blackboards for the display of odds 
and never issue tickets to the bettors. The 
bookmakers simply cater to the business 
of people ‘who are known to them, many 
settling the next day. 
“The new law prohibits registering bets 
and provides severe punishment for viola- 
tions of the act. We will not permit book- 
making on our grounds, but we obtained 
advice to the effect that the track man- 
agement is not accountable for the actions 
of individual patrons. They may bet among 
each other, as people do every day in the 
year on electiong, prize fights, stock tran- 
sactions and other matters of public con- 
cern. 


“The Defmar Club will not attempt to in- 
terfere with such transactions. Our péa- 
trons wil: doubtless have nu trouble taking 
either end of a bet on the track. Some 
of them will lay against. horses, while 
others will bet on them. It will be up to 
the prosecuting officers to make cases 
against these men who bet among them- 
selves. Evidence that a bet has been 
made will be difficult to obtain where no 
record of the transaction exists except with 
individials who are being prosecuted.

WOUNDED CARED FOR 


AT CAVITE HOSPITAL 


Admiral Train Extends Helping 


Hand to Injured While Enforo- 
ing International Code—En- 
quist’s Vessels in Bad Shape. 


MANILA, June 4.—The three Russian 
Jemtchug, Oleg and Aurora, 
which put into this port yesterday even- 
ing under command of Rear-Admiral En- 
quist, are still riding at ahchor inside -the 
harbor and in accordance with intern 
tional neutrality laws will probably be 
interned. 

All three of the vessels are in a battered 
condition and are glowing tributes to the 
Japanese marksmanship, most of their su- 
perstructures being shot away or battered 
into shapeless masses. None of the vessels 
is fit for seagoing and had they attempted 
to run away would probably have been 
overtaken by Japanee ships. 

The casualties among officers and men 
were heavy and many of the wounded are 
now being cared for in the American Na- 
val Hospital at CaWite. Others are being 
cared for in Manilla hospitals. 

Immediately upon his arrival here Ad- 
miral Enquist cabled S8t. Petersburg ‘for 
permission to interne his ships and then 
began the work of caring for his wounded 
and making arrangements to bury the 
dead. . 

Of the three vessels the Jemtchug suf- 
fered the most severely in the battle and in 
addition to the damage wrought by the Jap- 
anese shells, was almost destroyed by fire. 
Her officers report that not a man of the. 
crevis of the ship's two fighting teps eo 
caped injury. niet

destroying them protected, in a large 
measure, the advance of the torpedo boats 
which are especially vulnerable to the fite 
from the tops of warships they are ap- 
proaching. 

Rear Admiral Enquist ts uninjured. Capt. 
Egorieff of the Aurora was killed by a 
shell which struck the conning tower, and 
he was buried at sea the day before reach- 
ing Manila. 

On the Aurora three officers were wound- 
ed, 2 of the crew were killed and 83 wert 
wounded. The losses on the Oleg were 18 of 
the crew killed and 18 wounded. On ths 
Jemtchug the casualties were 21 junior offi- 
cers killed and one wounded; 12 of the crew 
killed and 30 wounded, 

From their appearance the Russian ves- 
sels are not damaged below the water line, 
though above it they are riddletl by large 
and small shot. Several large shells plercéd 
them amidships and a number of guns were

ROJESTVENSKY TO HAVE

TOKIO, June 4.~The return of the Jap- 
anese torpedo boat destroyers Sasanami 
and Kagerou to Sasebo has been product~ 
ive of a more detailed report of the cap- 
ture of Admiral Rojestvensky.

Hastings was handcuffed on the train 
to Frank Mazzoni, another prisoner, and 
had been complaining all’ morning of the 
tightness of the steel cuffs, but the depu- 
ties would not “loosen up” any.

Memphis Special Delivery Boys 
Resigned When Postmaster 
Appointed Negro. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 3.—The color 
line bobbed up at the postoffice when six 
of the special messenger boys quit be- 
cause Postmaster Dutro appointed a negro 
boy to be messenger. 

The boy, Walter Searcy, Was appointed 
and put to work the evening before, and 
next morning six of the white ssengers 
got together and, selecting Ervia Battie 
as spokesman, waited upon Mr., Dutro in 
his office. The postmaster was deked: if 
the appointment of the negro boy was 
Permanent, and replied that it was. 

“Then we will quit,’’ replied the spokes- 
man, in the most emphatic manner. 

“That's as you like,”’ replied the post- 
master, “if you do not care to work under 
present conditions, you have a perfect 
right to quit. Just turn in your books to 
the superintendent.” 

This was the end of the interview, and 
the boys marched out? They deposited 
their books with Superintendent Jones, 
and with their wheels and traps they left 
the office -rather than work with the 
negro boy. 

The boys who quit are from I2 to 15 
years of age, and some of them have been 
employed for a long time. The office em- 
ploys eight special messengers and six of 
them walked out. The positions pay well 
for boy's work. The boys get 8 cents for 
every letter thev deliver, and in the course 
of a month they make a respectable sum.

.90.

Director, in Charge of Rebeautifying Park, Outlines Mag- 
nificent Picture With Chain of Lagoons, Adding to 
Impressive Scene of Which Art Hill, Crowned 
by Art Palace, Will Be Basis of Scheme. 


George E. Kessler, director of restora- 
tion under the World's Fair Co.s out 
tract with the city for the restoration of 
Forest Park, has his work advanced to the 
Stage, where he is able to indicate by 
definite drawings just what will be the ap- 
pearance of the park, its roadways, lake 
System, etc., when restored. 

It is Mr. Kessler's opinion that the work 
of restoration could best be done by the 
city itself, and that the cost would not 
@reatly, if at all, exceed $100,000. 

“As matters stand now,” he said a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘the World's Fair 
Co. is largely a superfluous imtermedi- 
ary between the city and those who 
do the actual work. The city would save 
time and money and get better results by 
itself taking over the task of restoration 
and prosecuting it to the finish. 

“I can Illustrate this, as bearing 
the question of expense, by giving one in- 
stance of what is possible to the city. The 
roads existing in that part of the park 
used by the World's Fair were dirt roads, 
and the restoration plan contemplates only 
the making of dirt roads in restoring the 
park. Yet, if the city has charge of this 
work, it will be able to utilize all the road 
material used in the making of World's 
Fair roads, and which, otherwise, must 
either be covered over with earth, where 
low, or torn up and destroyed where the 
elevation makes this impracticable. The 
Saving to the city on this one item would 
amount to fully $50,000,

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ERHAPS the most striking development of the auto- 
mobile mania in St. Louis this year is the remark- 
able custom inaugurated by some rich St. Louis girls 
of taking their friends and visitors for trips into the 
poor quarters of the city. There these wealthy resi- 
dents of the West End, in their silks and satins and 
with jewels flashing in the sunlight, often amuse 

themselves by inspecting the tenement districts. They call this ‘‘auto- 
mobile slumming.”’ 

The word ‘‘slum’’ is an importation from England, and slums of 
London, like Whitechapel and Seven Dials, are supposed to be sights 
well worth seeing. The inhabitants are such a hopeless race that they do 
not resent being paraded for the amusement of the rich, but on the con- 
trary seem to glory in their degradation. That this is not the spirit of 
the poor in the large American cities, however, is made manifest by what 
happened in New York the other day. There an automobile party from 
upper Fifth avenue thought to find a new sensation on the lower East 
Side, and, much to their astonishment, were received by the inhabitants 
with jeers and rotten eggs. A Portland place belle, who has tried an 
automobile slumming party, disclaims any intent to make a spectacle of 
the poor, and says that her own excursions of this kind in St. Louis have 
been for the purpose of ‘‘studying sociology.’’ The residents of the 
slums, however, do not know what sociology is, nor do they care. 

The hungry mother in rags, whose babes, perhaps, are starving, 
sees a group of West End girls in a $5000 automobile, the cost of whose 
gowns and jewels would appear fabulous, if she but knew it. The auto- 
mobilists in St. Louis frequently leave a shower of small coins in their 
wake after visiting the slums, and even send bundles of old clothes to 
the district a day or two afterwards by a liveried servant. In this way 
the slumming fad has in some measure alleviated distress.

For a yea: not 
a log has gone by, and now 20,100.,. 
000 feet of logs lie stalled above in 
the river bottoms. The lumber bue: 
ness on that river is at a standstill because of one man. 
During that time he has successfully defied the authorities, 
by the halp of hie wife and six children. He has dodged 
wairants and injunctions got out by the Chippewa Luaber 
and Boom Co. He has whipped lumber-camp bullies and 
the so-called “killers” with his fists and taken away their 


guns. 

“I own the dam ang the property adjacent,” savas he, 
“and I won't give it up to a single soul until I am not only 
pak! ite value, but the money that is due me for 845 daye’ 
lax r for the company.” 

A representative from the Mississippi River Logying Co. 
only a few days ago offered Deitz, tne fearless one, $12,500 
for the Cameron, but he refused it because the sale pro 
vided that he would allow the company 86000 for trouble 
incurred in putting the company’s loge over the gam. 

Deite offered to settle for $10,000 last summer, and his 
offer was refused. Then Deitz formally notified the com 
pan; that it would cost 31000 for every additional month 
that settlement was delayed. He has kept his word. Now 
he stave it will cost $10,000 for loge already sluiced, wages 
for two yeare and a half now due him, and extra cor- 
penration for the trouble he has undergone fighting off 
sheriffs, woodamen and lumbcrmen, all sent by the Chippe- 
wa Lumber and Room Co., as well as sheriffs and marsiala.

He is at present master of Cameron dam. No man in 
Wisconsin has vet had the hardihood to set foot on it since 
Deitz set up a sign on the line of his property, “No Tres- 
pass,” a year ago. The dam is half a mile south of the 
house, over the hill and out of sight; but it is as aafe from 
trespass as the ground under Deitz’s window. 

In discussing his case he made constant reference to 
telegrams and letters which he showed, received from the 
Chippewa Lumber and Boom Co, which, without question- 
ing the justice of the court’s findirgs or the contention of 
the lumber company, show that Deitz has some sort of a 
claim on the consideration of the company. 

The fact that he was permitted to live in one of the 
company’s watch houses for years and to perferm, as he 
certainly did perform, certain services under the direction 
of the company’s foreman, is significant. 

One of the telegrams shown by Deitz is as fol'ows: 
“Watchman at Price Dam: April 10, 1071. 

“Raise head of water for use of Joe Buckwheat, if it 
can be done with safety. 

“H. G. CHICHESTER, Secretary.” 

Here is a letter from William Irvine, general manager 
of the company, dated Feb. 11, 1904: 

“We have yours of the 10th inst. The matter has been 
referred to Mr. Mulligan, and we have asked him to make 
settlement with you in compliance with your request.” 

These and similar papers, which Deitz treasures carefully, 
show indisputably that the Chippewa Lumber and Boom 
Co, had occasional dealings with Deitz. 

Deitz’s own story of his connection with the company 
tells of his settling at Price dam on the Brunette River 
in 1901 at the instance of Foreman Mulligan of the lumber 
company. 

“l agreed to take charge of the dam,” said Deitz to the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent, “and to keep the 
gates up until I got orders from the office to close them. 
Mulligan paid me $10 for raising the water for Buckwheat 
before I recetved the telegram from the company. Jhirteen 
months later Mulligan came back and ordered me to gravel 
the floor of the dam and raise a head of water for the 
Lower Chippewa drive. 

“In 1900 I went doWn to see Secretary Chichester and to 
fle a claim for damage from Sowage. I asked him ‘f he 
wanted to sell that land and he said ‘yes.’ I agreed to buy 
it at $2.50 per acre. lie tolki me to go ahead and make 
any improvements I liked, and I went to work and milled

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HE Premier, or Cullinan Diamond, the largest on 
earth, recently found in the Premier diamond mine 
in South Africa, has been taken to London, ‘under 
an insurance of $1,250,000, and has been studied by dia- 
mond experts.

& AMBRIDGE, Mass., is noted for 
many things, but of late its princi- 
pal attraction is a newspaper run 

exciusive y by women. The paper has 
women editors, a woman business mane- 
ger. women compositors and ‘“‘newsgiris’’ 
se ling it upon the street. It is called the 

Cambriége Press and is an eight-page 
week'y. At first Cambridge people looked 
upon: it as a joke, but soon the sentiment 
turned.
